Murder and Kidnaping 
Charges to Be Pressed 
Against Fugitive Now 


in U.S. 


SAN DIEGO, Calif., Jan: 16 
(AP)—Sullen and sick, desperado 
William E. Cook Jr., suspected 
killer of eight persons and in 
jail after a 12-day international 
manhunt, blames his plight today 
on a Christmas spree. 

As authorities prepared to press 
murder and federal kidnaping 
charges his arrest yes- 
terday, the short, curly-haired 
Missouri badman told reporters 
he couldn’t remember anything 
for two weeks after “I got drunk 
with a man in Blythe, Calif., 
Christmas night.” i 

About the time of Cook’s ar- 
rest, officers in his home town of 
Joplin found the bodies of all five 
of the Carl Mosser family. Cook 
is charged with murdering them. 

All Shot to Death. 

An autopsy showed all had been 
shot to death. Mosser, 33; his 
wife Thelma, 29, and son Ronald 
Dean, 7, apparently had been 
bound and gagged first. Two 
smaller children, Gary Carl, 5, 
and Pamela Sue, 3, were shot 
through the heart at close range. 

Cook, 23-year-old ex-convict, 
was brought here after his cap- 
ture by Mexican officers 600 miles 
south of the border in Santa Ro- 
salia, halfway down the lower 
California peninsula. He was 
surrendered .to United States 
authorities and was arraigned be- 
fore a United States commissioner 
yesterday on three federal 
charges, principally with kidnap- 
ing the Mossers with intent to do 
bodily harm. His hearing was set 
for Jan, 29. The other charges 
are flight to avoid prosecution on 
a charge of murdering Robert E. 
Dewey, 33, Seattle salesman, near 
Blythe Jan. 6, and flight to avoid 
prosecution on Oklahoma robbery 
charges. 

Returned to jail, Cook was 
found to have dysentery and a 
fever of 101. The man who is 
said to have boasted of killing 
seven persons before he met 
Dewey on the desert told re- 
rters: 

“I don’t know any Mosser fam- 
Uy. I got drunk with a man in 
Blythe Christmas night. After 
that I could have been anywhere 
7 in a car that

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16 (AP)— 
The Senate agreed today to dis- 
pose next Tuesday of a resolution 
by Republican leader Wherry of 
Nebraska opposing the sending of 
United States ground troops to 
Europe without prior congres- 
sional approval. 

The vote will be the first for 
the Senate on any of the many 
questions springing from the 
great debate over what should be 
United States policy in building a 
defense line against possible Rus- 
sian aggression, 

This test may come in an indi- 
rect fashion, possibly by a motion 
to send the Wherry resolution to 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee rather than approving 
or disapproving it. 

At the request of Democratic 
leader McFarland of Arizona, the 
Senate agreed to start voting at 
3 p.m. Tuesday on the resolution 
or any substitutes, amendments 
or modifications offered for it, 

Democrats Draft Strategy. 

The Senate Democratic policy 
committee decided late today to 
try to send the Wherry resolution 
to a committee for further study. 

The inclination of Administra- 
tion leaders, at this time, appar- 


ently is to seek later an affirma- 
tive Senate vote approving dis- 
patch.of United States troops to 
Europe, although President Tru- 
man has asserted he does not 
need congressional approval to 
send troops. 

(The United Press quoted Sen- 
ator Connally of Texas, chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, as saying he expected 
to ask the Senate to go on record 
in favor of sending United States 
troops to Europe as part of the 


North Atlantic Pact army. Appar- 


ently the proposal would be de- 
signed to skirt the hot legal issue 
of the President’s power on send- 
ing troops. Instead, it would be 
an affirmative action to put the 
Senate on record in favor of send- 
ing troops in view of this coun- 
try’s commitments under the 
North Atlantic Pact.) 

Senator Douglas Dem.), IIli- 
nois, said yesterday that, if the 
Administration did not bring the 
question to a vote, he would force 
the issue. 

The issue, Douglas declared, is 
too big for the President to settle 
on his own responsibility. Sen- 
ator George (Dem.), Georgia, and 
nearly all the Republicans who 
have spoken out have taken the 
same viewpoint. 

Other Douglas Proposals.

LONDON, Jan. 16 (AP)—Six of 
the United States’s biggest bomb- 
ers—B-36s which can carry an 
atomic bomb more than 10,000 
miles—landed in England today 
for the first time. 


They arrived singly at Laken- 
heath airdrome, 70 miles north- 
east of London, after a one-stop 
flight of about 7000 miles from 
Carswell Air Force Base at Fort 
ee Tex., starting last Satur- 

ay. 

The 435-mile-an-hour air giants, 
powered by six regular and four 
jet engines, flew the Atlantic 
after pausing at Limestone Air 
Base in Maine. Actual flying time 
was about 24 hours. 

They dropped some practice 
bombs en route, the Air Force 
reported, without saying Where. 

The flight was part of the pro- 


gram for teaching navigation and 
fuel consumption techniques .to 
the crews, an Air Force spokes- 
man said. The planes and crews 
are scheduled to return home 
this weekend. 


However, there have been ru- 
mors that B-36s would be sta- 
tioned in England because of the | 
worsening world situation. La- 
kenheath field has been used by 
the United States Third Air Di- 
vision since 1948 as a base for 
B-29 Superfortresses and B-50 
training operations.

ESCAPED PATIENT 
SOUGHT IN HOLDUP 
AILLING CAPTURED 


Admits Series of Thefts, 
Wounding of Two Per- 
sons — Denies He Shot 
Grocer. 


Kenneth Boyd, escaped Negro 
patient, was captured last night at 
the Alcorn Hotel, 4165 Washing- 
ton boulevard, and admitted a se- 
ries of holdups in which one man 
Was killed and two other persons 
wounded, police announced today. 

Officials said Boyd tried to 
draw a loaded revolver from a 
shoulder holster but was quickly 
disarmed by a detail of 11 police- 
men, led by Lt. Nick Bosch of the 
Deer Street Station, who went to 
the hotel to arrest him. 

After being overpowered, Boyd 
appeared to collapse and to lapse 
into unconsciousness, but physi- 
cians at Homer G. Phillips Hos- 
pital said he was “shamming.” He 
“revived” quickly when placed, 
dressed only in.shorts, in a cell 
with a wide-open window. 


Identified As Killer. 


Levi Stockard, 15-year-old Negro 
clerk in a grocery at 1124 North 
Taylor avenue, today identified 
Boyd as the man who killed Sam 
Barenfeld, the proprietor, in a 
holdup Saturday night. 

Boyd, classified as “very dan- 
gerous” by authorities at Homer 
Phillips Hospital after his escape 
last July 31, admitted he partici- 
pated in the grocery holdup but 
insisted he was only a “lookout.” 
A companion, he said, shot Baren- 
feld with the pistol Boyd had 
when arrested. 


The slender 20-year-old youth 
also told police he was the robber 
who shot Bernard Gast, co-owner 
of a market at 3700 Evans avenue, 
in a holdup Jan. 8 and. wounded 
Jeannette Willoughby, 14-year-old 
Negro, in the robbery of a gro- 
cery at 4852 St. Louis avenue 
Dec. 23. 


Tip Leading to Arrest. 


The tip that led to Boyd's ar- 
rest came from a man whose 
wife. had been having an affair 
with the youth. The man, noting 
the resemblance between a photo- 
graph which his wife had and 
pictures of Boyd in yesterday’s 
newspapers, notified police. The 
woman then acknowledged she 
had been meeting the youth at 
the Alcorn Hotel. 


After a police detail had. been 
posted in a corridor, a hotel em- 
ploye was sent to Boyd’s room 
to tell him he was wanted on the 
telephone. The officers closed in 
when he walked out of the room. 
Boyd later said he had planned 
“never to be taken alive.” 

Police believe Boyd is the rob- 
ber who took $90 from Maurice 
Goldstein in a drug store holdup 
at 424 South Jefferson avenue 
about an hour before his arrest. 
The youth escaped from the 
observation ward-of the hospital 
while he was under 
guard of a deputy sheriff. At the 
time he was awaiting trial on 
three robbery charges.

BEHALF OF HEALTH 


HACKENSACK, N. J., Jan. 16 
(UP)—Does beer taste as good 
when drunk from a paper cup? 

City health officials said today 
that it does, but they are willing 
to give the man with his foot on 
the brass rail a chance to talk 
back. 

Frank A. Witt, city health offi- 
cer, hopes to get local bars to be- 
gin serving beer in paper contain- 
ers. That way fewer germs would 
be passed around. 

For one day next week, Jan. 26, 
the city is going to provide paper 
cups to four local bars. From 
noon until closing time that day 
all beer served will be in paper.

If the customers accept their 
beer in paper cups without com- 
plaining, Witt said, then continu- 
ance of the practice will be up to 
the taverns.

3 Commonwealth Proposals 
Turned Down, Pakistan 
Premier Says. 


LONDON, Jan. 16 (AP)—Pakis- 
tan’s Prime Minister, Liaquat Ali 
Khan, said today the peace of 
Asia and the world depends on a 
settlement of the Pakistani-Indian 
dispute over Kashmir. 

He told a press conference a 
proposed settlement submitted by 
Commonwealth Prime Ministers 
had been turned down by India’s 
Prime Minister Jawaharlal Nehru. 

Liaquat Ali said the Pakistani 
people were becoming im- 
patient“ and were beginning to 
lose faith in peaceful methods.“ 

The two Asian nations have 
been quarrelling over Kashmir's 
future for more than two years— 
ever since they both got their in- 
dependence. Actual fighting over 
it stopped after the United Na- 
tions Security Council intervened. 
Since then both countries have 
tied up large parts of their armies 
in Kashmir. 

Liaquat Ali said five. Common- 
wealth nations—Britain, Australia, 
New Zealand, Canada and Ceylon 
—offered to send a joint force to 
keep the peace in Kashmir until a 
plebiscite was held there to de- 
termine the fate of the state. 

He added: “I accepted the pro- 
posal. ‘Mr, Nehru rejected it.” 
Liaquat Ali said the Common-

Bitter 16-Day Campaign.

FRENCH HALT NEW 
VIETMINH ATTACKS 
AIMED AT HANOI 


SAIGON, Jan. 16 (AP)—French 
troops have halted new attacks by 
30,000 Communist-led Vietminh 
Nationalist troops aimed at Hanoi, 
North Indochina capital, it was 
announced tonight. 

A French army communique 
said that the Moscow-trained 
Vietminh leader, Ho Chi Minh, 
has thrown 10,000 new troops into 
the all-out assault to seize Hanoi. 

Earlier the French had esti- 
mated his force at 20,000 men, 
and said it might reach 40,000 
soon. 

Two French mobile task forces 
have contained the Vietminh 
drive extending on a 12-mile front 
about 30 miles northwest of 
Hanoi.

The Civil War was this nation’s most grievous 
ordeal, according to some historians. Yet the 
appropriations which President Truman has 
asked for the next fiscal year run to about 20 
times the expenditures of the five Civil War 
years. Granting that there are more Americans 
around now to bear the burden, the per capita 
cost of the fiscal year starting July 1 neverthe- 
less will be four times the Civil War total. 

In fact, Mr. Truman’s budget runs higher 
than all the Government’s spending from 1789 
through World War I. And if Congress really 
puts this spending on a pay-as-you-go basis, it 
will have to vote taxes roughly one-third higher 
than the Treasury’s highest annual revenue in 
World War II. 

Accustomed as we may be by now to long 
strings of ciphers in Government financial state- 
ments, $71,594,000,000 is a lot of money. It 
represents an increase of almost $25,000,000,000 
over this year’s spending. It represents more 
than a quarter out of every dollar of the income 
of the American people. 

If such a sum had been made available to 
the New Deal's work relief agencies or to the 
administrators of the Marshall plan and the 
Point Four program for purely peaceful pur- 
poses, it would have transformed a goodly area 
of the earth’s surface. But, alas, little of the 
requested money is intended for such use. 
Roughly, 70 per cent of it is intended for mili- 
tary and quasi-military expenditures at home. 
and abroad. 

Non-defense expenditures have been cut by 
almost a billion dollars and, no doubt, they will 
be further reduced by Congress. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, for example, spent $2,955,- 
749,246 in 1950. Its 1952 budget estimate is only 
$1,629,330,672. Other non-defense agencies ‘have 
received similar treatment. Opportunities for 
further economies should be found. 

President Truman, however, made it clear in 
his economic message last week that we have 
little choice about shouldering the arms burden. 
In his budget message, he again pointed out that 
it is not of our making. Nor is the United 
States eager to run the figures even higher by 
precipitating a war. 

“Our purpose remains to secure and strength~ 
en peace,” said the President. “We are deter- 
mined to seek peace by every honorable means 
—mindful of our responsibility to ourselves, to 
our friends and allies, and to humanity every- 
where to spare the world the tragedy of an- 
other world war.” 

So, in the main, the burden can be lifted 
only by the statesmen and the diplomats, inso- 
far as they can find the wisdom to negotiate 
a firm peace. And they can hardly hope to suc- 
ceed in that until a considerably changed atti- 
tude pervades the Kremlin. We may hope for 
that, but we cannot predict it. 

Meanwhile, however, others can keep the bur- 
den from getting out of hand. The inflationary 
threat in this budget must be shackled. Higher 
taxes are essential, and it is to be hoped that 
Mr. Truman will not delay much longer his 
promised recommendations on this point. It is 
to be hoped also that he will soon call for 
stronger economic controls, instead of merely 
acknowledging their necessity. 

This country is prosperous and productive 
enough to make a very considerable sacrifice 
for peace and security—but only if the effort 
is net undermined by inflation. Today, in a way, 
Inflation Is Enemy No. 1.

The amount of money coming into the 
hands of the concessionaire at a popular park 
is quite large. Yet he keeps 95 per cent of it, 
under the long outmoded arrangement.

$65,000 last year. He thinks that is too much 
and accordingly has introduced a bill at Jef- 
ferson City to discard the fee system and to 
put the superintendents on a flat salary basis. 

All citizens, except perhaps the concession- 
aires themselves, surely must agree. This is the 
public’s business. It should be handled on an 
open and abeve-board basis. We have had enough 
of hidden operations and bickering, if not mis- 
management, such as went on at Big Spring 
State Park last year.

Park Board. They, together with Abner Gwinn, 
Chief of Parks, should declare themselves for 
Senator Garten’s bill at once.

Europe Will Not Arm Alone 


Advocates of the “arm and defend” strate- 
gy should recall that France placed her 
security in a Maginot Line concept of de- 
fense and saw “the finest army in Europe” 
overrun by Hitler's armored divisions. 

Conceding that Russian troops could not 
launch a successful invasion of the United 
States from Europe, what is to prevent 
Russian bombers based in Western Europe 
from striking effective blows at our in- 
dustrial centers? 

Self-preservation, if nothing else, would 
seem to indicate that the United States 
and the Western Hemisphere can best be 
defended by stopping the Russians in 
Europe. 

Ex-President Hoover would arm our Air 
Force and Navy to the teeth, but not build 
large land armies. This is in line with his 
defensive formula which conflicts with our 
commitments under the Atlantic Treaty. 

The ex-President reminds us that the 
prime obligation of Western European de- 
fense rests upon the Europeans them- 
selves. ’ 

I believe we would all like to accept 


this view, settle back comfortably and 
watch Europe put 60 divisions into the 
field. The only flaw in Mr. Hoover's con- 
tention is that Europe, alone, will not 
rearm. 

After returning from Europe last sum- 
mer, I spoke of the unrealistic and almost 
fatalistic outlook of the European people. 
Nowhere, except in Great Britain, did I 
find much evidence that in the event of 
an all-out war with Russia, we would have 
many stout-hearted allies by our side. 


This comment may seem to support Mr. 
Hoover’s views if—and onlyxif—we believe 
there is no possible chance of stirring 
Europe to act in its own defense. 


However, I am not resigned to the 
Hearst-Hoover-Kennedy opinion that the 
European situation is hopeless and that 
we should concentrate upon fortifying the 
Americas as the “Gibraltar of Western 
Civilization.” Time may prove them to 
be right and me to be wrong but military 
history is not. on their side. 


Risk Better Than Fear 


The program for rearming Europe has 
been characterized by ineptness, political 
cowardice and inaction. 

The Atlantic Treaty, which pledged the 
United States to go to the aid of Western 
Europe, in case of enemy attack, was 
signed April 4, 1949. Now, nearly 21 
months later, the Western Allies have only 
a paper army in Europe and a supreme 
commander, Gen. Eisenhower. 

Can Gen. Eisenhower, with his tact, 
personality and organizing ability, build a 
military team out of what Hanson Baldwin 
calls “a discordant medley of nations and 
peoples?” 

Can French, Italians, West Germans, 
Belgians and Dutch be made to understand 
that their own rvation depends upon 
the speed and ‘efficiency with which a 
strong Allied force can be brought «into 
being? | 

Will the nations of Western Europe face 
up to their own responsibility when .addi- 
tional United States divisions in Europe 
remind them that we mean business? 

Will the rearming. of Europe provoke 
the very war we are trying to prevent? 

These are questions which defy final 
and conclusive answers, but the risks have 
to be taken unless we, as a nation, are 
ready to concede that Russia has won the 
cold war; the failure of the Marshall Plan 
and the defeat of our foreign policy. 

A positive course of action, with all 
risks considered, seems preferable to 
spending the rest of our lives living in fear.

THESE TWO PROMINENT 
CRITICS of the present American 
foreign -policy neglected to tell 
their listeners what happened to 
Europe when Hitler quickly es- 
tablished an economic hegemony 
over Europe. Within two years 
the Nazis had more than a half 
of the production of European 
industries directed to German 
war effort. 

That was what President Tru- 
man meant in his State of the 
Union message when he said: 

“If Western Europe were to 
fall to Soviet Russia, it would 
double the Soviet supply of coal 
and triple the Soviet supply of 
steel. If the free countries of Asia 
and Africa should fall to Soviet 
Russia, we would lose the sources 
of many of our most vital raw 
materials, including uranium, 
which is the basis of our atomic 
power. And Soviet command of 
the manpower of the free nations 
of Europ, and Asia would con- 
front us with military forces 
which we could never hope to 
equal, | 

“The Soviet Union does not 
have to attack the United States 
to secure domination of the 
world. It can achieve its ends by 
isolating us and swallowing up 
all our allies. Therefore, even if 
we were craven enough to aban- 
don our ideals, it would be dis- 


- astrous for us to withdraw from 


the community of free nations.”

A LOOK BACK TO WHAT the 
Nazis accomplished in 1940-42 
destroys the optimistic hope that 
a totalitarian conqueror cannot 
digest industries and the popula- 
tions of more than a dozen na- 
tions. The historical fact is that 
Germans lived better than before 


the war, while the conquered | and Soviet security. 


were being ground down to a 
starvation level, The Nazis had 
made detailed plans for such 
economic occupation and there is 
every reason to believe that the 
Kremlin has even more compre- 
hensive programs and ‘would 
carry them out more ruthlessly. 

As early as 1935, the Nazis 
established a War Economy and 
Armament Board of the High 
Command of the Armed Forces. 
The board’s long German name 
was abbreviated to WiRu. As a 
test run for the invasion of Po- 
land, WiRu experimented in a 


Saar area from which the entire 


civilian population was evacuated/ 
within a few hours. The WiRu 
entered with trucks and tools. 
Technical experts stripped the 
entire area; from machine tools 
and other industrial machinery 
down to door-knobs and hinges. 
Over 3000 railway cars were used 
to carry the materials to inner 
Germany. Within two months, 
the plants had been rebuilt else- 
where.

THROUGHOUT EUROPE, the 
Nazis took over all the coal and 
oil industries and virtually all the 
transportation polling stock. All 
the iro: and steel industries were 
gathered into the German cartel. 
In Poland 25 per cent. of agri- 
cultural products had to be 
turned over to the German au- 
thorities. 

The Germans were careful to 
give the appearance of legality 
to all their economic acquisitions 
—something the Russians might 
not bother about. Payments were 
made in “soldier’s money” that 
was usable only in the country of 
issue. Vast amounts of this cur- 
rency were thrown about—with 
plenty in the hands of German 
soldiers—and the inevitable re- 
sult was tremendous inflation. All 
large commercial transactions re- 
quired the approval of the occu- 
pation authorities. 

With the Germans contro 
the coal and steel production and 
in charge of all transportation, no 
local industries could do anything 
that might interfere with the Ger- 
man war effort. 

The pattern for the “New Econ- 
omic Order” for Europe, which 
Hitler said was designed for the 
„next 1000 years,” was set by Dr. 
Walther Funk, Reichminister for 
Economics, in July, 1940, when he 
said the new order was “to guar- 
antee to the Greater Reich a max- 
imum of economic security and to 
the German people a maximum of 
consumption.”

In any case the 
operatic composer was indenti- 
fiable but occasionally; in the sec- 
ond subject of the first move- 
ment, in the andantino and in 
occasional shifts of harmony. For 
the rest he worked with malle- 
able stuff of light impact, includ- 
ing a fugato in the finale, which he 
processed neatly and efficiently. 

The Brahms C Minor had the 
familiar stern exterior with un- 
derlying pathos and sweetness, 

The Paganini quartet met the 
challenge of the Beethoven quar- 
tet with an interpretation that 
was worthy of the music. A fine 
precision and balance was in 
evidence from the first to last; 
the many complexities of the 
score were presented in a trans- 
parent texture and the expressive 
elements, in the melodic line, 
in the balance of harmonies and 
in the inner and outer rhythmic 
values, were in a_ consistently 
elevated mood. 

The third movement—the hymn 
of thanksgiving—is a trial of 
concentration requiring the ut- 
most technical discipline and sus- 
tained spiritual fervor. The grav- 
ity of this movement with its as- 
sertion .of a. religious serenity 
that still bears the marks of some 
profound ordeal, is unique in 
music. And the performance 
made the listener feel an almost | 
painful solemnity. 

The allegro appasionato at the 
end with its profound, passionate 
and wonderfully suggestive sub- 
ject was transmitted with a mov- 
ing breadth.

“The President is commander- 
in-chief of the Army and Navy, 
and of the militia when called into 
the service of the United States. 
Under this he can order the Army 
and Navy anywhere he will. Of 
course this instrumentality which 
it furnishes gives the President 
an opportunity to do things which 
involve consequences that it 
would be quite beyond his power 
—— the constitution directly to 
e g 


Supreme Court Rule. 


Under the Constitution, Con- 
gress has the power to declare 
war, but with the Army and Navy, 
the President can take action such 
as to involve the country in war 
and to leave Congress no option 
but to declare it or to recognize 
its existence. 


“Indeed war as a legal fact, it 
was decided by the Supreme 
Court in the prize cases, could 
exist by invasion of a foreign 
enemy, or by such an insurrection 
as occurred during the Civil War, 
without any declaration of war by 
Congress at all, and it was only 
in the case of a war of aggres- 
sion that the power of Congress 
must be affirmatively asserted to 
establish its legal existence. .. .” 

The Ex-President then went on 
to relate this belief to some of 
his own troubles in the White 
House. Taft had inherited re- 
sponsibilities growing out of the 
Spanish-American war and from 
Theodore Roosevelt's somewhat

Cuban Precedent. 


“After suppressing actual’ dis- 
order he (the President) created 
a quasi-civil government, and ap- 
pointed an executive, a civil leg- 
islature and civil judges, and be- 
came the law-giver of 10 millions 
of people for a period ranging 
from two years to four. 

“Now there was nothing new 
or startling in the principle. of 
this temporary enlargement of 
his executive functions. Its nov- 
elty was in the great volume of 
power which the circumstances 
thrust on him and the responsi- 
bilities and the wide discretion 
which he had to exercise. 

“The validity of such action had 
been recognized by the Supreme 
Court in similar cases arising 
after the Mexican War.” 

The inexorable pressure of 
events rides heavily on a Presi- 
dent. Since he may some day 


be sitting in the seat, Senator

Nor is it 
sensible to hope, as many péople 
do, that the “Kremlin is concen- 
trating on Asia and will therefore 
let Europe alone.” In fact the 
mere existence of the program of 
Asiatic conquest directly implies 
the co-existence of a program of 
conquest in Europe. 

Stalin-Mao Bargain: 
The proof of this is simple 
enough. Mao Tse-tung was not 
bullied into sending his troops 
across the Korean border, and 
did not do so from mere hot- 
headedness. The first step in 
fact was a careful bargain be- 
tween Mao and Stalin. 

Under this bargain, the whe ＋ 
government got back control of 
the vital province of Manchuria, 
which had previously been ad- 
ministered from Moscow through 
Chinese puppets. Moscow also 
yielded its former primacy in 
Korea, where the Chinese did not 
even have diplomatic representa- 
tion before the war began. And 
a promise probably was made to 
use the Soviet air force in Si- 
beria, if the Chinese attack re- 
sulted in American bombing 
across the Chinese border. 

The mere fact of the bargain 
indicates that Moscow wanted 
Peiping to go ahead. There are 
other facts to show that the Krem- 
lin approves the whole scheme of 
Chinese expansion in Asia, such 
as the creation of a Sino-Soviet 
joint staff at Nanking to super- 
intend the projected operations 
in Indochina. 

Peiping a Great Vassal. 

And the mere fact that Moscow 
had to make a bargain with Peip- 
ing also implies that Peiping still 
retains a measure of independence 
—perhaps the best parallel is the 
independence of a great vassal in 
4 medieval feudal monarchy. 

On the other hand—and here 
is the key to the whole matter— 
no medieval feudal monarch ever 
encouraged the aggrandizement of 
his great vassals, unless he felt 
strong enough himself to keep the 
great vassals in order. This the 
Kremlin can never be, unless the 
Soviet Union absorbs Europe 
while China is conquering Asia. 

Suppose the opposite, that Chi- 
na conquers Asia while the Krem- 
lin remains inert. The leaders of 
the new Chinese empire will be 
both intoxicaed by their triumphs 
and more than a little contemptu- 
ous of the master who has done 
no fighting. They will demand of 
Moscow industrial products, com- 
munications equipment, all sorts 
of raw materials, which they will 
urgently need to satisfy their em- 
pire’s teeming, hungry popula- 
tions and build up its power. It 
will be asking blood from a 
turnip. And there will be a split 
before very long. 

Threat to Absolutism. 
By itself, in short, a simple pro- 
gram of Asiatic conquest, carried 
out almost entirely by the Chi- 
nese, is a direct threat to the

~The pilot of the airliner in 
which seven persons died in a 
crash at International Airport 
Sunday is quoted as saying he 
landed his plane in the middle 
of a 5350-foot runway because of 
a misunderstanding.

Hennesey. In cautious but shaky 
handwriting, she wroté that she 
was praying for the success of 
his work, and in passing, she 
commented on his “saint-like 
qualities.” Jebb says: 


“Doesn’t that card amuse you? 
When I entered the diplomatic 
service in 24, I never dreamed 
that one day I would be looked 
upon as a saint by a delightful 
Irish grandmother .. .” 

Jebb is an old hand at inter- 
national conferences—he was at 
Quebec with Churchill, also at

With four 
sevens in your hand and three 
in the discard pile, your left- 
hand opponent cannot have a 
pair of them.

Finally, the chance of ever hav- 
ing a seven discarded to you is 
practically nil, “ven if your 
right-hand opponent considers it 
a safe discard and would throw 
a seven if he had one, there is 
very little chance that he will 
get one to throw.

While the 

normal social drinker can take 
his drink or leave it alone at will, 
the alcoholic cannot without out- 
side help. 

Alcoholics have an allergy-like 
reaction to alcohol. The first 
drink sets up a chain-reaction 
leading to another and still an- 
other. The body simply cannot 
handle alcohol normally. Tied in 
with this is the mental compul- 
sion to drink in order to relieve 
the physical symptoms brought on 
by lack of alcohol in the well- 
developed alcoholic. 

Doctors are beginning to learn 
something about the nature of 
this metabolic fault in some peo- 
ple which es their becoming 
alcoholics when they begin drink- 
ing, whether that be in their teens 
or later. It may be related to 
pituitary gland and adrenal cor- 
tex hormones. 

The most frequent early symp- 
toms are making promises about 


drinking and failure to keep 
them; lying about the amount of 

; gulping drinks, (“other 
people drink so slowly”); taking 
drinks before cocktail parties; 
feeling the need for drinks at 
certain times of the day (“must 
have a drink or two before 
lunch”; need for à certain 
amount of time for drinking be- 
fore dinner even though it in- 
conveniences other people or de- 
lays an already late meal; need 
for drinks before any special 
event; must have drinks for 
nerves, for depression, to forget 
troubles, for any excuse; a seem- 
ingly great capacity for liquor, an 


a dility to carry drinks well and 


seemingly outdrink companions; 
and rarely sick while drinking 
(nausea is reserved for the next 
morning althought this is often 
a later symptom). ' 


The early symptoms last ten 
years on the average with pro- 
gression during this time. 


The middle symptoms include

The second 
lesson is that if you leave an e¢c- 
centric wife a large enough pile 
of cash not every last million of 
it will evaporate before the rest 
is divided up among people you 
never knew and didn’t care two 
hoots about. 

Garrett left $6,000,000. Through 
judicious investments, this nest 
egg multiplied over the decades 
until it amounted to $20,000,000 
or more. Today it is estimated at 
$17,000,000—but that’s 
Uncle Sam and the Common- 


wealth of Pennsylvania collect 


their cut. If the courts approve 
a settlement recommended re- 
cently by an official examiner, a 
handful of citizens Garrett never 
saw will divide all that’s left of 
the snuff company’s jackpot: 
around $4,000,000. 

That's a mighty fine showing 
when you consider that around 
$10,000,000 have been spent by 
26,000 persons in 46 states and 
29 foreign countries on the epic 
campaign to break the Garrett 
bank. And none of the claimants 
seem to have been daunted by 
the arithmetical fact that if they 
had all shared equally in the net 
value of the estate each heir’s 
check would have run to just 


150.

ALTER GARRETT, the me- 

ticulous millionaire who set 

off this mad scramble, was 
the last direct male descendant of 
his clan and heir to the prosper- 
ous firm of Levi Garrett and 
Sons, which manufactured Scotch 
and Rappee Snuff when George 
Washington was still chopping 
down cherry trees. 

Walter was a stately figure of 
41 that radiant spring afternoon 
in 1872 when he first laid eyes on 
pretty Henrietta Edwardina 
Schaefer. With her billowing 
skirts neatly pinned up, she was 
scrubbing the steps of her par- 
ents’ humble home. For Walter, 
it was love at first sight. 

Henrietta’s father was Chris- 
topher Schaefer, a farmer’s son 
who was born in Bad Nauheim, 
Germany, came to Philadelphia 
in 1835 and married German- 
born Henrietta Charlotte Kretsch- 
mar. Of their five children, only 
a son, John, and young Henrietta 
survived. Their family life was 
not exactly a bed of roses. Papa 
Schaefer drifted from job to job,

Before long 
John was bringing Walter home 
to meet Henrietta and on Sept. 
9, 1872 the rosy-cheeked Schaefer 
girl became Walter’s Cinderella. 

The couple lived happily until 
Walter’s death in 1895. But be- 
fore his demise Garrett noted 
in his will that he wanted his 
wife to “make a will disposing 
of all her property, so that she 
may know to whom it will de- 
scend.” 

Did he have a premonition of 
the trouble his millions were to 
breed? Quite possibly he did, 
because he attached to his will a 
letter of husbandly advice: 


“I would not like it,” he said, 
“if what I have worked long and 
hard to accumulate should be 
squandered by your or my sisters, 
cousins and aunts and uncles. 


“Do not let the scalawags get 
any if you can help it. It is my 
desire and I trust you will oblige 
me by making a will at once. Do 
not put it off. 

But Henrietta not only put off 
making her will. ter her 
brother died in 1915, she also 
became a recluse. She only wore 
black. She would have no tele- 
phone and no electricity in her 
mid-Victorian home. She sub- 
scribed to the Philadelphia Sym- 
phony Orchestra concert series, 
but never went to enjoy the 
music.

HE only will she ever made 
was a “request,” unwitnessed 

and written on a single sheet 
of note paper, to Charles S. Starr, 
attorney and family friend, to pay 
a total of $62,5Q0 in bequests to 
16 of her acquaintances, doctors 
and servants. 

An hour after Mrs. Garret died 
in 1930, when she was 81, Starr 
and his partner searched her 
gloomy home on Philadelphia’s 
South Ninth street for personal 
effects and removed five bags 
crammed with papers. Two weeks 
later, Starr and Frank G..Marcel- 
lus, Henrietta’s second cousin, 
were appointed administrators of 
her estate. 

Starr promptly claimed that 
Henrietta’s “request” letter meant 
that she wanted him to have the 
balance of her estate—$17,549,- 
652.48—but he was only the first 
in an ever-growing crowd of 
claimants including frauds, mental 
cases, clowns, and Hitler’s Nazi 
Government. ' 

Among the first whose hopes 
were dashed were 500 relatives of 
the late Walter Garrett. The 


Pennsylvania Supreme Court 
ruled them out of the running be- 
cause Walter had left his millions 

wife. This served to sum- 
mon to the fray ap unbelievable 
number of Henrietta’s alleged 
cousins in the four corners of the 
world. 

In Bavaria, a “Schaefer-Verein” 
was organized. Members agreed to 
split the snuff millions into 600 
parts. A Wallace Syndicate“ 
flourished in Virginia. Some 200 
dues-paying members joined a 
Harter-Karchner Clan Association 
in Pennsylvania. An enterprising 
pastor, the Rev. Elmer Wickel, 
formed a syndicate of southern 
folk naméd Sherman who insisted 
that they had a vague relationship 
to Henrietta’s father.

VIRGINIAN attempted to 
A “prove” his kinship by open- 

ing his shirt and baring the 
word “Schaefer” tattooed on his 
chest. In Paris, an inn keeper 
named Marie Baratti ordered a 
large consignment of wine on the 
strength of a fabulous check she 
would receive any day from Phila- 
delphia. The wine came but the 
check didn’t and Mme. Baratti 
went to jail for six months. 

In Maryland, attorneys for 75 
would-be country cousins per- 
suaded the Baltimore county com- 
missioners to dig up 50 old, dis- 
carded gravestones in a swamp 
because they had once marked 
the Garrett family cemetery. At 
least three persons were murdered 
in quarrels over who should get 
what share of the estate. Several 
committed suicide. Ten went to 
prison for building up their 
claims. 

Nine sets of witnesses depicted 
Henrietta either as illegitimate or 
asserted that she had given birth 
to an illegitimate child. One 

based his rights on 13 
locks of hair, each neatly wrapped, 
numbered and labeled with the 
name of a member of his family 
named Schaeffer.

500 prospective heirs and attorneys 
for 4500 more jammed the court

CASSIONALLY English and 
0 England are given spelling 

pronounciations in which the 
Eng- is pronounced asin the name 
Engle. Of course there is no sanc- 
tion whatever for such a pro- 
nounciation. The Eng- should be 


This column has repeatedly cau- 
tioned against spelling pronuncia- 
tions, such as “ee-ven-ing” for 
evening, “busy-ness” for business, 
“par-lee-uh-ment” for parliament, 
etc. Ours is an altogether un- 
phonetic tongue, and spelling pro- 
nunciations can only lead to em- 
barrassing blunders. The correct 
pronunciation are: EEV-ning, 
BIZ- ness, PAHR-lu-m'nt. 

The word comely is frequently 
given a spelling pronunciation 
that makes it rhyme with “home- 
ly.” But comely is correct only 
when pronounced: KUM-lee. 

The word wont, “the accts- 
tomed way,” is often confused 
with the contraction won't.“ and 
is misprunounced to rhyme with 
„don't.“ The rhyme with don't“ 
is Briticism. Best American 
usage rhymes wont (spelled with- 
out the apostrophe) with “hunt, 
punt,” thus: wunt.
